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Important Notice To Taxpayers 
TITLE 36 MAINE REVISED STATUTES ANNOTATED SEC. 706 


Before making an assessment, the assessor shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to all persons liable to taxation, in the municipality to 
furnish to the assessor true and perfect lists of all their estates, not by 
law exempt from taxation of which they were possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such lists, he is 
hereby barred of his right to make application to the assessor or the 
county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he 
furnishes such list with his application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to furnish it at the time appointed. 


M.R.S.A. Section 653 
Any veteran of any of the federally recognized wars who has reached 
the age of 62 on April first must apply to the assessor by April first to be 
eligible for his $4,000.00 valuation exemption of taxes.

Report Of The Town Manager 


I herewith submit my report of Town Manager and Tax Collector for 
the year ending December 31, 1983. 


FINANCIAL: 

When the ledger closed a total of $407,102.48 had been collected in 
1983, Real and Personal Property Taxes. This represents a 87% 
collection rate of which I am very pleased. Revenues of $32,193.53 were 
received from the State Revenue Sharing Program and credited to the 
1983 Tax Commitment, the remaining $1,330.57 will be credited to the 
1984 property tax commitment. The State of Maine Business Inventory 
Rebate Program has been cancelled, revenues were not received under 
this program this year. Excise taxes in the amount of $61,316.00 were 
received this year. Municipal funds are currently invested in an interest 
bearing checking account. 


SANITARY LANDFILL: 

Again this year the Town of Corinna was defending its operation of 
the sanitary landfill in Superior Court. The D.E.P. had sued the Town 
of Corinna for contempt of court for violating the terms of the court’s 
order of January 19, 1982. The judge concluded that any violation of 
the regulations did not ‘“‘rise to the level of contempt.” 

In preparing to comply with the State of Maine solid waste 
management regulations, the operations at the town’s landfill are going 
to be reorganized. The operator will be given more equipment to 
operate, a broader range of duties and more time to get the job done. 
Also, the Board of Selectmen will order the landfill closed on Sundays. 
Although this will place an additional burden on the citizens of town, 
we believe that it is necessary in order to achieve compliance with the 
solid waste management regulations, of the State of Maine. 


SUMMER ROAD MAINTENANCE: 

Road maintenance was carried on throughout the town. A section of 
the Phinney Road was greatly improved with the construction of a new 
road bed and gravel surface. The Greenbush Road was also built up 
with a foot of gravel over a well travelled section of that road. 


STATE AID ROAD CONSTRUCTION: 

The balance of funds in this account were expended on the Corinna 
Center Road in conjunction with funds received from the local Road 
Assistance Program. 
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LOCAL ROAD ASSISTANCE PROGRAM: 

Commonly referred to as the “‘Block Grant’’; this program peplated 
the former State-Aid Program, Town Road Improvement Program, 
and Winter Maintenance Program. The State of Maine requires that 
funds received under the “Block Grant” program be expended for road 
maintenance activities. This year we have used the funds in conjunction 
with our balance in State-Aid funds to reconstruct a section of the 
Corinna Center Road. 


WINTER MAINTENANCE: 

The public works department continues to maintain our roads in a 
first class manner. Plowing and sanding operations are performed as 
early in a storm as is practical. 


EQUIPMENT: 

The 1983 International 10-12 yard truck purchased this year has 
proven to be very valuable in road construction and winter maintenance 
activities. The diesel engine is much more efficient than a gasoline 
engine and the truck is hauling almost twice the payload of gravel and 
sand. 

The Caterpillar D-6 bulldozer will be used primarily at the landfill 
this year (1984) in an effort to improve the maintenance of the landfill. 
We anticipate fewer repairs on this bulldozer than we have experienced 
on the Case 310. 


CEMETERIES: 

All cemeteries in town have been kept maintained, mowed and 
trimmed. The town was given a deed to a parcel of land located 
adjacent to the Village Cemetery by Eastland Woolen Mill. This lot will 
be developed into an expansion of the Village Cemetery. 


CORINNA HEALTH CENTER: 

Fund raising efforts to date have generated over $24,500.00 to be 
used to construct a new medical office center. The new building is 
located adjacent to the existing trailer. Construction is being done by 
students of the Dexter Regional Vocational High School; many of the 
students are from Nokomis High School. A lease of twenty years has 
been negotiated with the Sebasticook Valley Family Practice 
Association. 


LIBRARY BUILDING: 

The Stewart Free Library continues to be utilized many hours each 
week for a variety of activities. The existing boiler has deteriorated to 
the point that a new boiler needed to be installed. The costs of this 
boiler is included in the 1984 Budget. 


RECREATION: 

The Recreation Board continues to be very active and has added 
several new programs to better serve the townspeople. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the citizens of Corinna, 
the Board of Selectmen, and the town employees for their hard work 
and fine cooperation.

Gentlemen: 


I have examined the comparative balance sheet, statement of 
changes in unappropriated surplus and statement of departmental 
operations of the Town of Corinna, Maine, for the year ended 
December 31, 1983. My examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly, included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as I 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 

As described in Note 1, the Town’s policy is to prepare its financial 
statements on the basis of accounting practices prescribed by the state 
of Maine. These practices differ in some respects from generally 
accepted accounting principles. Accordingly, the accompanying 
financial statements are not intended to present financial position and 
results of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 

In my opinion, the aforementioned financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of such funds of the Town of Corinna, 
Maine, at December 31, 1983, and the results of operations of such 
funds for the year then ended, in conformity with state of Maine 
statutes currently in effect applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year. 

My examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on 
the financial statements taken as a whole. The supplementary data 
included in Exhibit D and E and Schedules 1, 2 and 3 are presented for 
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purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the 
financial statements of the Town of Corinna, Maine.
